EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Richard A. Golhofer on 4/25/2006. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 6 and 19 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 5, 8-15, 18, and 22-27 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Tsuda discloses, "... the access control information check unit 208 compares the 
access control information (ACL) contained in the process management data 207 with 
the access control information (aclb) corresponding to the transfer data, and judges 
whether the data transfer is permitted or not" (col. 17, lines 38-67 and col. 18, lines 1- 
4). 

Baum discloses an access-list entry (ALE) to determine if a program is 
authorized to use the ALE. The ALE includes an access-list entry sequence number 
(ALESN) value in bits 8-15, which is compared to the ALESN value ot the designating 
access-list entry token (ALET) to make a validity check. ... a valid ALE specifies an 
address space that can be used by a suitably authorized program to access that 
address space (col 13, lines 19-50). ! 

The closest prior arts of record, namely Tsuda and Baum, fail to fairly disclose 
"forwarding, a call of the accessing process to a checking function integrated into at 
least one of the address space of the program file and the process file to be protected a 
dinamically integrated file, and determining, during execution of each program in each 
program file to be protected, for each accessing process that attempts to access the 
address space of the program file, whether the accessing process is listed in the 
process file assigned to the program file" and "determining, during execution of each 
program in each program file to be protected, for each accessing process that attempts 
to access the address space of the program file, whether the accessing process is listed 
in the process file assigned to the program file, and checking, at a predetermined 
interval of time for each active process that runs along with a program and/or a file to be 
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protected, to confirm whether the active process is contained in the process file that is 
assigned to the program and/or the file to be protected, and the process is ended if that 
is not the case" . 

The above-mentioned features in combination with other limitations of the 
corresponding claims disclose the novelty of the instant application over prior arts.
